COMMITTEE AGREE TO THE RELEASE OF THE MEMORANDUM AT ANNEX 
TO AC/98-D/738. THE MEMO WILL BE USED WITH INDUSTRY 
SOURCES EOR THE COMPILATION OF INSURANCE VALUE SACLES. 

THE DECISION IS SUBJECT TO PURTHER APPROVAL BY THE PLANNING 
BOARD EOR OCEAN SHIPPING (PROS) OF THE SHIP VALUATION SCHEME 
AND DECISION BY THE CIVIL BUDGET COMMITTEE ON PUNDING. 

THE CHAIRMAN SAID THIS ITEM WILL BE ON THE PBOS PLENARY 
AGENDA IN APRIL. NORWEGIAN REP (SKEIE) REQUESTED THAT
